Homestead Agnin Hopeful of Prosperity.

The more conservative men of Homestead
were not surprised st the action taken yes-
terday by the Association. The breaks of
last week left little else to be done. Every-
one without exception, exyrested himself
as pleased that the end had come and that
| Homestead could once more settle down to
its wonted business activity., Afuirs of all

kinds in the town have been paralyzed since
the strike began and the change is heartily
bailed by the business men. |

The workmen seemed to think t{hstall,
with the exception of those blacklisted,
would be nltimately given positious, though
they thought many would have to wait some
time. A feeling of assurance was every-
where apparen: in Homestead vyesterday
and more satistaction was expressed than on
any day since the sirike was inaugarated.y

LABOR'S GREAT BATTLE.

Resume of the Causes That Led to the
Homestead Strike—Thousands of Sym-
pathizers Quit Work—Sensational Inci-
dents That Broaght the Big Dorough
Into International Prominence,

The formal declaring off of the Home-
stead strike yestarday closed one of the
most dramatic events in lsbor circles ever
in this country. The contest was bronght
on by a 8emand for a reduction of about
334 per éeut on certain classes of work in
the Open Hearth Departments No. 1 and 3,
and in the 11%inch and 52-inch plate mills
at Homestead. The reduction direcily con-
cerned only & swall proportion of the men
emnloyed by the Carnesie Steal Company,
but the other workmen took up their cause
through sympathy and agreed to stand by
them in ca<e of a strike.

The seale under which they were working
expired on June M The company wanted
the Amnlzamated Assoclation, which con-
trolled the workmen in the mills, to sign
the scale st the reduction, tornn until Janu-
ary L This the nssociation refused todo. The
men thréatened to sirike should the request
not be gruuted bLefore July L On June 29
the company locked out all {ts men, not
giving them the opportunity to put thelr
threat iuto execution. The wage question
wns aoon lost sizat of, and the contest for
thio recognition of organized Inbor begun,

Has atmained Internntional Fame,

Throuzh this strike Homestead bas at-
tained an international nameand has been o
potent factor in national events during the
jiast four months. It has been the mliying
point of all labor unions in the country,

The town and llomestead mills were thor-
oughly policed by the sirikers from the be-
ginning of the lockout and strangers had to
give a good account of themselves to remain
in the borough limits. The ecom y ap-
ruuledm the Sheriff for protection. The
ocked-ont men sdvised Sheriff McCleary
Bot to take possession of the works, and
when a squuad of deputies was sent to pro-
tect the company’s propersy they were or-
dered out of the town.

Tuings wentalong in this way until the
moining of July 6, when the company tried
to import two bLarge loads, or about 300
Pinkerton detectives into the mill as
warchmen. The jooked-out men rallied to
prevent thelr landing, and the memomble
riot of Homestend took piace. The event
was hernlded frowm one end of the country
te the other and the strike at once took on a
national aspect.  Congress took ap the mat-
terund sent & commities to make o speecial
investigation of the case.

and the number of wounded will never be
known, Governor Patrison was asked tn
arder out the National Guard. He hesitated
to do so until on July 0 when, on the recom-
mendation of Adjutant Genernl Greenland
and a letter from Sherifl’ MeCleary, tha
whole Pennsylvania division was ordered”
under arms.

Troops Take Charge of Homestead.

Within 24 bours the Second and Third
Brigades were encawped at Homestead,
while the First was held at Mt. Gretan,
ready to move at o moment's notice. With
the introduction of the State troops quiet
wis again restored to the town.

In order to induce the company to Teeopt
the terms of the locked-out men, the men at
the other Carnegie mills were persuanded to
ro intoa “sympacthy strike.” By doing this
the men hoped to crippie the company.

On July 3 the men at the Upper
and Lower Union and Beaver
Falls mills eame out Attempts were

made to start up the Homestead mills non-
union, but with little success. The leaders
in the strike were arresied on July IS for
murder and ript. The troops st Mt. Gretna
were sent home on the tollowing aay, but
all the soldiers at Howestead remained on
duty. The efforts of the locked-out roen to
orzanize an Amnlgamated Association lodge
st Duguesne, among the locked-out men,
were sucoessful, and on July 22 fhe men at
this plant came out in sympathy with the
JHomesteiad locked-ont men. The efloris of
the Amalgamated Association to get the
men at the Edgar Thomson works at Drad-
dock oul were futile,
Taking New Men to the Mill

The company meanwhile was directing
nll its energies to the securing of non-onion
men to tauke the piace of the ald workers in
the mills. Ou July 19 the steamer Tide, that
hnd played so tragic a part in the riot of
July 6, wook her first load of 17 nossunion
men into the mills. This steamner continned
to make two und somolimes three trips
daily tosnd from the millsand the Pitis-
vurg whar!. Tue numberof non-union men
carried into the plant by this menns is esti-
wmated at 5,000, besi all the Ty pro-
visions for Keeping them in the mill in-
closure, #s few men went into the town,

The nttempt of Annrchist Bergman to ss-
snssinate Comirman Frick, of the Curnegile
Steel Compauy, on July 28 in Lis office, on
Fifth avenne, was s bold that it caused in-
tense excitement. His arrest and the sub-
sequent search for Anarchists in the city
was the sensatioa in police cireles for some
time. The Inms incident directly grew onl
o1 this, and this trial was o noteworthy thas
it atiracted generai attention. When things
hud quieted down, the Thind Lrigade was
rellfeved [(rom duty and ordered bomeo on
July 26, From this the troops in the Second
Brigade were gradoally redoced, the Fif-
teenth and Bixteenth beiug the Iast cegl
ments to Jeave the place. The lntter resi-
ment was on duty 95 days, the longest con-
tinuons service done by any S.ate troops
since the Rebellion. During the campaign

The Beginning of the End,

The work of introdecing non-union men
into the mills continued with wvarying suc-
cess in running the plant. The desertion of
sitilled steel workers from the ranks of the
Amnlgamated Association gave the com-
pany encourngement and ensbled them to
do betier work.

Clinrges of treason were meanwhile pre-
ferred st the men who had rtici-
pated ﬁf‘g. strike ana taken th]o:.’mus:
notive part in its progress. Little change
was noticed in the ranks of the strik-
urs until after election, when the spirit
of unessiness became apparent. The men
stood firm until last  week, when
uftera loug conference of 10 hours at the
Amsigamated Association headguarters
last Monday, & mnass weeting of the strikers
wius called [l.u Wednesday in the rink at
Homestead. Meetings were held daily until
Friday, when _the first considerable break
occu the laborers and mechanies np-
plying for thelr oid positions.

HOW KNIGHTS LOOK AT IT.

Labor Leaders Express Thelr Opinions on
the Homestead Strike—Would Like to
Have Seen the Men Win — Reasons
Given for the Failure to Win.

A telegram from St Louislast night said:"
A copy of the dispatch from Homestead an-
nouneing that the strike had been officially
declared off was shown to the leading men
in the Knights of Labor.

General Master Workman Powderly had
not heard of she action of the Amalgamated
Associstion. After reading the bulletin he
shrogged his shoulders and simply said:
Well?™ E

“What have you to say regarding it,”
asked the reporter,

“Oh, nothing. I wasnot expecting such
news, but do not eare to make any state-

ment. I suppose the Amalgemated officials
know what they are doing. 1 would, of
course,” he added, “have preferred toses
the workmen win."

Member of the Executive Board and Con-
gressman-elect from Kansas John Davis
said: *“I rewret that the workmen did not
win, but I think it is better to have the ac-
tion come now than later. It teaches the
workingmen this lesson: can't fight
maoney and go hungry; they ean't whip Car
negle's milllons while their s are
empty. Evils of this kind munst be met
at the ballot box. They must defeat the
agents of the corporations when they are
ranning for office. Some years ago our
Kansas farmers thodght they counld get
along by borrowing money at 8or 7 per cent,
bat they hawe learned differently. They
have also learned that,while experience is a
ead teacher, itis an effective one. I think
the ated Association did all they
could under the ciroumstances,”

Messra. A. W. Wright and John Devlin
took practically the same view of the mat-
teras did Mr, I{nvh. saying they were sorry
the workmen did not win, but that it was
better to give in now than later.

Mr. Dempser, of Pittsburg, one of the
leading Knighta of Pennsylvania, was oad
and pisinly showed it. “Those men could
have won If they had only held out a little
longer,” said he. “1 don't the aur-
rander 8 bit. The Amalgamated Asrocia-
tion is all right; it bné done its best. But if
it had not been for the men at the head of
the Federation of Labor the Homestead
workmen would have won. This strike has
been run by that renegade Samuel Gomwpers,
who is ot of the Federation,
and his followers, They . could mnot
condnet have nothing
bur i at the
head of it r renegnde fools. The Enights
af Labor of Pittabury have done more for the
Homestead people than the wnole Federa-
tion, outside of the Amalgamated Associa-
tion, and were stil] assisting tham. But it is
through Gompers that the strike has been
declared off, and it is his fanlt that the men
did not win. And, becanse of his interfer
ence, & uinjority of the men will hot get back
in the mills. 1 don't like it & bit, and am free
to say so.”

BETTER TIMES WILL FOLLOW.

The Mills at Beaver Falls to Resume To-
Day ‘l‘t‘!th the Old Men,

The resumption of work at the Beaver
Falls mills of the Carnegie Company to-day
ends one of the sympathetic branches of the
strike growing out of Homestead. The men
there had maintained a bold front throngh
the great struggle,undonly gave inat thelast
moment and whiie there was a chance to get
back theirold ftione. The situntion at this
place differed Irom the other Carnegie plants
in that no effort was made to start the mills,
When it was decided last week to begin
operations, and the old employes were of-
fered their positions, they were released by
the association when the strugzle was ebout
over, 50 that last Saturday they madeap-
plication for their former places. They
manifested little disposition to return so
long as the Homes strike wason, but
when one went the others followed in quick
snocession. The company has signified u
willingness tq, take back the old men, ex-
cept six, who were blacklisted for their ac-
tivity in the strike.

The citizens of Beaver Falls are greatly
elated over the resumption of work in the
mills, as the town hias been doing little busi-
ness since the strike wus declared. They
think that sn era of prosperity will follow
the present dull = Eu tire Carnegie Com-
pany have stuted that the plant atthat place
would be enlarged soon.

REID HAS A NEW REASON FOR DEFEAT

New Yorg, Nov. 20.—Ii was asonouneced
this evening tgat it is Mr. Cleveland’s in-
tention to leave town either to-morrow or
Wednesday for a shori holiday. Should he
carry,out his present programme it is his
desire that neither newspaper cor-
respondents nor political friends break in
upon his vacation. He has been pestered:
lately by reporters who want fo know what
he had for breakiast,

The news that tho Pennsylvanis Demo-
crats are to urge Wilham Frank Harrity
for a place in Mr. Cleveland's Cabinet was
receivad with satisfaction to-day by the
friends Mr. Harrity made in New York
City. They recalled that early in the year
Mr. Harrity started the Cleveland boom in
the Empire State, and that he is entitled
to recognition, not only for that fact, but
for his valusble services ss National Chair-

man during the eampaign. Mr. Harrity is
nos Secretary of State for Pennsylvania,
and he isan officer of several banking in-
stitutions in that State. He is not s rich
man, and his friends say it is a question
whether he could aflord to accept a inet
office, & place worth $8,000 a year.
A Debt of §7,000 to Bet Met.,

There were a good many Republicans in
town to-day—lefi-overs from the recent
deluge. Desacon Hackett did not observe
Sunday much, in his eflorts to straighten
out the accounts at Hepublican State head-
quarters. Inall, the descon is forced to face
about 7,000 in debts. Beveral eminent Re-
publicans nave had a disoussion as to how
these will be met, and it is said that some of
the lucky ones will be paid in full, while
with others all sorts of compromises will
have to be made. The deacon has been in
Utica since election day, sick in bed,

Ex-Collector J. Sloat Fassettis in town.
Certain Republicans believe that he should
receive the complimentary nomination of
the Republicans ar Albany for Frank His-
cock's place in the United States Senate,
Very few except thos¢ on the insida are
aware how nearly young Fnssett came to
being made one of the DBigz Four at the Re-
pl:lhliun con\;enltion!in é&eljlnny, onllcii‘ for
the purpose of electing sgates At large
to the Minnea Convention.

A MANIAC'S SUMMONS

To Leave the Earth Prompts Him to
First Slay His Mother-in-Law.

THEN HE GETS RATHER CONFUSED

And Kills Her Aged Husband and Peppers
Bis Wife With Shot.

ALMOST LYNCHED BY CHURCRH-GOERS

CH1cAGO, Nov. 10.—The annals of Chi-
esgo record mo more horrible erime than
that which bronght death into a home this
morning. By the acts of a young msan a
double murder was committed, two people
were wounded and the murderer narrowly
eseaped violenee at the hands of 1,000
citizens,

Herman Siegler, 8 German, living with
his wife and three children at the home of
his wife’s parents, Heary and Carolioe
Siles, shot his father-in-law and mother-in-
law, instantly killing each. His next vio-
tim was his wife, but she was only slightly
wounded. Before the police were able to
disarm and arrest Siegler 4 number of shots
were exchanged, and he was wounnded in
the right side by m bullet from a police-
man’s revolver. He was removed to the
county hospital

Siegler oceovied the lower floor of the
hause, while his wife’s parents lived on the
floor above. It wasin the front ‘part and
the hallway downstairs that the shooting
ocourred. At § o’cloek this morning Sieg-
ler told his wife he intended going hanting.
He went to the house of his brother Will-
iam, where he borrowed a shotgun. Ile re-
turned &t once to his‘'own house.

His Mother-in-Law the First Vietim,

He soon brought the gun -into the parlor,
where the children were. His wile was In
the rear part of the house, and the firss inti-
mation of any disturbance was when Siez-
ler's little!son began to seream. Mrs. Siles
hurried down, and as ahe entered the room
Siegler aimea the gun at her, She rushed
up to her son-in-law and, throwing her arms
about his neck, tried to take the gun from
him, Then, pointing the zun against her
breast, be fired. She sank to the foordead.

Mrs, Slegler, bearing the shot, ran into the
house of Fredericka Hevden, calling
for assistance. As she passed throush the
hallway she took her children with ber.
Leaving the children in Mrs. Hevden's care.
Mrs. Siegler hastened back to her howe, and
as shie entered the front door another shot
was fired by her husband. It is supposed
that it was intended for Mrs. Siles, but some
of the shot siruck Mrs. Siezler. Ouve entered
her rightear, two found 1 ent in her
left arm and one in her breast. None of these
wounds will result fatally.

These shots aroused Mr. Siles and he de-
sconded into the hallwayr., As Siegler flred,
Siles raised his right arm to shield his fuece
It received the full ehargs. The flesh was
torn from the bone and anumber of shot
enterad his ﬂﬁ‘: side. It is valieved that
Siegler then ulscharged the other barrel of
bis gun in his fatherin-law's fuce, for por-
tions of his neck and right cheek were torn
BAWAY.

Almost Lynched by Church-Goers,

The shooting occurred while a largs con-
congregation was leaving a chureh close by,
and soon between 1,200 and 1,500 people were
surrounding the house. The murderer
stood a short siege by the police during
whiech several shots were fired. When Bieg-
ler stealthily emerged from the liouse, he
was promptly seized sna disarmed by one
of the officers.

NOT BIELA'S COMET.

AND IT WON'T COME WITHIN MILL-
IONS OF MILES OF US.

Prnt: Boss Makes New Discoveries, Which
Will Ease the Popular Mind, but Give
the Astronomer Renewed Interest in
Holmes' Heavenly Visitor—Its Orbit.

ALBAXY, Nov. 20.—Caleulations made at
the Dodley Observatory by Prof Lewis
Bosa indicate clearly that the Holmes
eomet is not identical with the comet of
Biels, and that it will not come near the
earth.

A week ago the comet had almost exactly
the position which Riela’s comei would
have had if it had been seen eoming on its
sccustomed track. The Hoaimes comet also
ngypurea to be movingacross the fuce of the
sky in nearly the samea directiou that Bieln's
comet would have moved had it returned to
wview this time: but with the lapse of time,
throurh exact observations, the motion o
the Holmes comet appea
with the idea that It is identieal with Biela's,
The aifference of motion is not great, but it
is enoneh,

Prof. Boss states that, on account of the
very slow apparent motion of the comet, it

matical resuits from the observations thus
far made. The slizghtest devintion in the
ncouracy of the observution« chances the
computsad position of the comet in space by
enarmous intervala, Weeks must elapse be-
fore the thorouzbly reliabie results can be
obrained,

FProf. Boss has compnted the orbit of the
Holmes comit, first on the supposition that
it moves in a parabolic path, nnd second|
on the assumption that its orbit is ellintioal.
On the firat supposition, the distance of the
comet comes ont greater than 100,000,000 of
miles; on the second, the distance appears
to be about 150, While these flzures
are linble to be very greatly modifled here-
after, theré appears to be everv probabil-
Y ity that this'comeét is very far bevond the

orbit of Biels. It .also appears
almost certain that the distance of the
Holmes come/ from the earth s increasing,
rather, than diminishing, Why it was not
discovered weeks or monthe ngo isa mys-
tery, for it should have bean brizhter in
October than it now is. The nsesrtained
facts in regard to this comet will causesa
collapse of publie interest in the matter,
but toastronomers it will continue to be of
ureat intarest, sinee it presents problems of
muech interest, both from the mathematical
and physical point of view,

Liebknecht Denounced as n Traltor.
